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VICTORIA “POST OFFICE” handstruck stamp on a unique railroad propaganda 
cover from Victoria to Massachusetts, dated Dec. 9, 1859. 


“Victoria Post Office” Handstruck Stamp of 1859 


by GERALD E. WELLBURN 


The first provisional postage 
stamp of British Columbia—the 
“VANCOUVERS ISLAND CUS- 
TOMS” seal remained in use for 
over a year, (1) and, although adhes- 
ive stamps were ordered from Eng- 
land in 1859, they did not arrive in 
the Colony until 1860, and so the use 
of handstruck stamps had to con- 
tinue. 


The “VICTORIA POST OFFICE” 
handstamp was most likely secured 
by Capt. William Driscoll Gosset, 
Royal Engineers, soon after he 
assumed the duties of Acting Post- 
master General of British Columbia 
and Vancouver Island, on the res- 
ignation of Mr. Alex C. Anderson in 
June 1859. 


It is not unlikely that the 
“CUSTOMS” handstamp was con- 
sidered by Mr. Anderson as quite 
satisfactory—a single handstamp 


which was used jointly by the Col- 
leetor of Customs, the Harbour 
Master and the Postmaster—a 
thrifty arraangement which would

appeal to a careful Scot and retired 
Chief Trader, Hudson's Bay Co., who 
was only acting as government offic- 
lal, until such time as a permanent 
staff could be sent out by the Sec- 
retary of State in London. 


But Capt. Gosset, an exacting 
little gentleman, with military and 
orthodox civil-service training, * sent 
out especially by Sir Edward Bulwer 
Lytton to install efficient methods 
into the new Colony, would have 
some difficulty in countenancing the 
use of a “CUSTOMS” stamp on Post 
Office and Express letters. We can 
suppose that he lost little time in 
ordering a handstamp with the cor- 
rect wording “VICTORIA POST OF- 
FICE.” 


The cover illustrated at the begin- 
ning of this article was dated Dec. 9, 
1859—a significant date, for it was 
the first day John D’Ewes assumed 
the duties of Town Postmaster at 
Victoria, and this was one of the 
first covers stamped by him. 

The former deputy Postmaster at 
Victoria, Peter Tuite, had requested 
an increase in his salary from £200 





geo. 
to £300 a year, but was refused by 
Governor Douglas. (Yes they de- 


manded raises in those days too, but 
rarely got them—those were the 
good old days before income taxes 
and government debts). 


And so John D'Ewes “a person of 
superior address’ was appointed Act- 
ing Postmaster for Victoria, at the 
established salary of £200. He was 
an able man, (although probably 
lazy), a friend of the Governors, an 
organizer of musicales and enter- 
tainments, but unfortunately his 
memory is recorded indelibly in the 
annals of British Columbia Postal 
History for his misdeed—a year later 
he left the Colony with Post Office 
funds in his pocket—and never re- 
turned. 


Now let us take another 
the cover illustrated. 


There are no postmarks on the 
back, nor does the original letter ex- 
ist, the face of the cover tells us the 
story. 

The letter was handed over the 
counter of the Victoria Post Office 
along with the charges of fifteen 
cents. 

It was stamped in black with the 
oval VICTORIA - POST OFFICE 
handstamp, which indicated the pay- 
ment of the Colonial postage of five 
cents. This handstamp was used 
on both Post Office and Express let- 
ters during parts of the years 1859 
and 1860. (2)—. 

The ten cents United States post- 
age was indicated by the red crayon 
mark “10” and the stamping of the 
letter “PAID” with a small oval 
handstamp, the impression of which 
was almost completely covered by 
the U.S. 10e adhesive stamp! 

(3) This small “PAID” stamp 
seems to have been secured at the 
same time as the “POST OFFICE” 


look at 


2. Handstamp is Deaville's No. 2; 
Jarrett's No. 344. 

3. Jarrett's No 572. (I always re- 
move my hat before consulting Jar- 
rett. For over twenty years I have 
been trying to make new discoveries, 
but in nearly every case find out that 
Fred got there first). 
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handstamp, and was applied to let- 
ters which were pre-paid to destin- 
ation. Full foreign postage was not 
always compulsory—for instance, 
many letters to the United Kingdom 
were sent collect. 

The 10c 1857 United States stamp 
was probably put on by the town 
postmaster at Victoria, but cancelled 


at San Francisco, as was usual. 
When U.S. stamps were not avail- 
able, letters were sent to San 


Francisco, with accompanying cash, 
and stamps added there. 

The envelope with which we are 
dealing was not an express cover, 
but one of the railroad propaganda 
covers, which were popular in Cal- 
ifornia at that time. It was most 
likely printed in San Francisco, and 
shows a rare type of “Choo Choo” 
corner card, made still rarer because 
it did postal duty from Vancouver 
Island. 


The inscription “Overland via Los 
Angeles” above the corner card has 
been crossed out. Stage coaches 
started to run from California to the 
east in July 1858, but until 1860, un- 
less specially directed “Overland”, 
letters were forwarded by steamer 
to the Panama, where they crossed 
the Isthmus via the railroad built in 
1855. 


Pen directions were 
the right of the cover: 


“By the Steam Ship Northerner, 
Dec. 9th, 1859” showing that the let- 
ter was carried on the last down trip 
of that ill-fated little steamer. The 
Northerner, one of the fleet of the 
Pacific Mail Cmpany, was built in 
New York in 1849 and came out to 
the Pacific in the early days of the 
California gold rush. She was ap- 
proximately 1200 tons, had 32-ft. 
diameter wooden side paddles, and 
had three masts which carried sails 
when the winds were favorable. 

She operated on the run between 
San Francisco and Panama until 
1858, when (to suit her name?) she 
was given a mail subsidy and placed 
on the northern run to Victoria, cal- 
ling at Portland and Puget Sound. 

With passengers and mail bags 
she left Victoria on Dec. 9, 1859 and 
arrived safely in San Francisco on 


marked on 


March, 1947. 


December 29. But on her return trip 
she struck a reef in the rough seas 
off the coast of Oregon, and was a 
total loss. Thirty-eight were drown- 
ed, including Mr. Berry, Wells Fargo 
agent, who was swept from a line 
while attempting to reach the shore. 
The next day the S.S. Columbia pick- 
ed up the survivors and the mails 
and continued on to Victoria with 
the mournful news of the wreck. 

NDS And finally, the address: 
“General Williams”—is this a suspic- 
ion of a shadow before the American 
Civil War, which was soon to isolate 
still further, the lonely Colonies on 
the Pacific Coast?

NEWFOUNDLAND TO ISSUE 

SPECIAL POSTAGE STAMP 


It has been decided, the Newfound- 
land Public Relations Office an- 
nounces, that in connection with the 
450th Anniversary of John Cabot's 
arrival off Newfoundland a special 
Commemorative postage stamp will 
be issued. The stamp will be a five 
cent one and will replace, during the 
period of its issue, the present 5 
cent Caribou stamp. 

The Commemorative stamp will be 
on sale for one year, commencing 
the 24th June, 1947. The stamp will 
depict the arrival off Cape Bonavista 
of Cabot in the “Matthew” and will 
include a part of the vessel and a 
sight of the Coast. 

It has been decided also to replace 
the present four cent Princess Eliz- 
abeth stamp with a new issue, using 
a recent photograph of Her Royal 
Highness. This stamp will be issued 
on the 21st April, 1947, coinciding 
with the 21st Birthday of. the 
Princess.—Press clipping from H. J. 
€ R. W. Jeans. 


CLERK’S STAMP ‘REPAIR’ 
PROVES COSTLY 
Vancouver, Feb. 10—Philatelists 
shuddered here tonight when they 
learned the inglorious end that befell 
an imperfect sheet of stamps. 
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Thumbing through a stock of the 
new seven-cent “air mailers,” a clerk 
in a suburban Vancouver post office 
came upon a sheet of 50 unperfor- 


ated stamps—the dream find of 
every stamp collector. 


The clerk, to remedy the stamp 
sheet's shortcomings, took it home 
and provided the missing perfora- 
tions with a sewing machine. 

Philatelists estimate the clerk un- 
wittingly lost $1250, as they said a 
conservative value of each pair of 
unperforated stamps was $50. The 
sheet was sold for $3.50.—Victoria, 
B.C., Daily Colonist.

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First Post Office Reports, 1851-1852 


By Frank W. Campbell 


When England relinquished all con- 
trols over the postoffices of Ontario 
and Quebee and the Province of Can- 


ada assumed control on April 6, 1851, 
many things started from “scratch” 
because the first financial item noted 
is that no balance remained in the 
hands of Deputy Post Masters or 
others. A deputy postmaster of course 
was just a postmaster to us philate- 
lists. 

On establishment of the provincial 
regime 601 offices were listed in the 
two provinces, and 88 new ones were 
opened during the year—quite a rush 
of new offices, and none were closed. 
Among the new offices opened was 
Cobden on June 6, 1851, with Jacob 
Gould, postmaster, he received a 
salary of about £3 the first year. 

The first report had the list of ex- 
isting officers arranged by noting 
township, county, postmaster’s name 
after each—no province. 

In succeeding reports for 25 years 
or more no data was noted as to loca- 
tion or name of postmaster in the 
reports of the postmaster general. 
This lack of detail in listings is quite 
a drawback to investigators, as not 
even the province was mentioned. 

Revenue dropped from £93,000 to 
£66,000 on account of postage rate 
being reduced and extra offices and 
routes being opened. Some rather ex- 
pensive extension of routes in the 
Georgian Bay area was made. 

Daily mails were established from 
London to Goderich and Sarnia, also 
between Bytown (now Ottawa) and 
Prescott. 

Railways and steamers were mak- 
ing new routes available and con- 
sequently old offices were losing 
business to the newer located places, 
and a grand changeover of postoffice 
names started about then. At times 
the old office just drifted into obliv- 
ion probably, because little mention 
of closed offices is found in reports 
—they just failed to appear in book- 
keeping lists. 

The greatest service change was in 
having foreign mail that came by 


New York for Kingston and west 
skip Montreal and come direct to 
Kingston or Toronto for dispersal. It 


apparently took quite a lot of cor- 
respondence to get the British to 
group mail by three bags for Kings- 
ton, Montreal, Toronto, before plac- 
ing on ship for New York. The 7% 
stamp in 1859 was really an effort 
to get this mail going direct from 
Montreal and Halifax, rather than 
New York. It was 10d by New York. 

Postage stamps of 3d, 6d, and 12d 
were “immediately procured” to meet 
the postal needs, but the demand for 
adhesive stamps was not extensive. 

To April 5, 1852, issued to post- 
masters were: 


217,300 3d stamps. 
63,400 6d stamps. 
820 12d stamps. 


Postmasters at small places re- 
ceived 25% commission on amounts 
collected. 

Receiving offices were arranged 
for in “remote” portions of Quebec, 
Montreal, Toronto, where letters 
could be deposited and were collected 
without charge for carriage to head 
office. It does not specify if they 
were street boxes that were to col- 
lect this mail—interesting to find out 
if this was the start of mail boxes 
on streets. Who knows? 


The only complete collection of 
these early reports in privaté hands, 
insofar as I know, is a set of photo- 
stats of the first ten years in pos- 
session of P. S. Lefebvre, 20 Hebert 
St., Quebec, P.Q., in English. They 
were printed in both languages, as I 
have seen both languages for same 
vear at times. I own the original of 
1852 and 1857 only, and scattered 
photostats of others. 

A typographical error of Thames- 
ville for Thamesford in the list 
brings to mind that such errors are 
common in early lists. Quite often in 
the Quebec Almanac the place was 
listed in the wrong province, and 
twice in lists of new offices to post-

LETTER TO EDITOR 
Dear Sir:— 

In the Sept., 1945, issue of Popular 
Stamps you published a cut of the 
Post Office at Brandon, Man., asking 
for particularars regarding the build- 
ing. I could find no corner stone giv- 
ing the date of the building and in 
searching the fyles of the Brandon 
Daily Sun, with the assistance of 
Editor Noakes, could find no history 
of the building. However, in a book, 
“The Assiniboine Basin”, recently 
published, I gathered the following 
data: 

It was built in 1889-90 on the South 
side of Rosser Ave. just west of 10th 
Street. The cost of the building was 
$40,000 and it opened to the public in 
1890. The first postmaster was J. C. 
Kavanagh, who was followed in 1901 
by Kenneth Campbell. T. M. Percival 
was appointed in 1912 and W. J. 
Munn was appointed in 1925, suc- 
ceeded in 1936 by Robert K. Forbes, 
who is still in charge. 

A new post-office building was 
completed in 1931 on Princess Street 
and the old office was taken into use 
by the Customs and Excise branches 
and for a time by the Income Tax 
department.—Dr. H. A. Croll.

SUGGESTS SET OF BRITISH 
COMMEMORATIVES 


Geniality Limited, of Abford 
House, Wilton Road, London, S.W. 1, 
England, Publishers of The Gen, a 
monthly stamp publication, includes 
in its February number a color plate 
of suggested essays for a set of 
pictorial stamps for Great Britain. 
Apparently they have just completed 
a contest in which a number of art- 
ists took part and The Gen has pub- 
lished the results, showing the prize 
winning essays. A campaign is now 
underway endeavoring to interest 
members of parliament and_ the 
proper officials in adopting the use 
of commemoratives and consideration 
of the prize-winning designs. Twenty 
designs from the 44d to £1 are shown 
and include such subjects as the 
figure Britannia, Windsor Castle, the 


Cenotaph, St. Paul's Dome, S.S. 
the Queen. Elizabeth, Stonehenge, 
Houses of Parliament, Loch Lom- 


mond, Coat of Arms, etc. Runner up 
was a set of twenty stamp designs, 
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also for two-color reproductions, of- 
fered by James Berry, Esq., of New 


Zealand, who 1s responsible for many 
of the beautiful stamps issued by 
New Zealand. His offering dealt 
largely with personalities and show- 
ed, Shakespeare, Churchill, Sir Row- 
land Hill, Baden-Powell, Dickens, 
Florence Nightingale, and others, 
also scenes and views typical of Eng- 
land. This latter lot, in our mind, 
would go far in telling the story of 
Britain's outstanding men and women 
as well as her achievements. As is 
traditional there is no name of 
country on the essays but the King's 
head appears in the designs. It will 
be interesting to see if the campaign 
is successful in having the commem- 
orative idea adopted. Readers may 
secure a sheet of the first prize win- 
ning essays and a novel perf. guage 
by sending one dollar to the address 
at first of this article.

A DEALER SPEAKS 


A Toronto dealer writes—On read- 
ing your column “Those Canada 
Prices”, (while I have no intention to 
start a controversy) there is one 
thing I think should be noted re the 
Newfoundland surcharges.

I had to pay 13c each to obtain all I 
needed, so that the 700—1200% 
quoted in this column is far out of 
line with the facts.

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NEW FIRST FLIGHT 


By authority of the Postmaster 
General, regular air mail service will 
be inaugurated, on or about April 1st, 
1947, between Halifax, Nova Scotia, 
and Boston, Massachusetts, via Yar- 
mouth, Nova Scotia, and Saint John, 
New Brunswick. Cachets will be ap- 
plied to covers carried on the first 
offical flights when prepared and 
forwarded as indicated below: 


Cachets—(1) Halifax to Boston; 
(2) Yarmouth to Boston; (3) Saint 
John to Boston. 


Covers should be addressed fully 
as for ordinary letters, and endorsed 
in the upper left-hand corner “FIRST 
FLIGHT”, followed by the name of 
cachet desired. A space not less than 
2x3” should be reserved in the lower 
left-hand corner for the cachet im- 
pression. Envelopes must be sealed 
and should contain a filler. Rates— 
Te first ounce and 5c each succeeding 
ounce, in Canadian stamps properly 
affixed, to U.S.A. and Canada points. 
Registration or Special Delivery 10c 
additional. 

RESTRICTION—Philatelic covers 
for transmission by First Flights 
commencing in Canada must be ad- 
dressed to points in either Canada or 
United Sattes. Covers must be sent in 
an outer wrapper plainly marked 
“First Flight Covers” which must al- 
so be fully prepaid and addressed to: 
District Director of Postal Services, 
Halifax, Nova Scotia, for cachets 1 
and 2; District Director of Postal 
Services, Saint John, New Bruns- 
wick, for cachet No. 3. 





COMPLAINTS 


This has been complaint month. 
These occur occasionally. This month 
saw more of them—about indifferent 
dealers. Sometimes these complaints 
are justified—quite often impatience 
on the customer's part has resulted 
in the rushing to us of a letter com- 
plaining about treatment received 
from some dealer. We do our best to 
check on the credentials of all adver- 
tisers but no publisher can absolutely 
guarantee 100 per cent the conduct 
among any groups of persons—the 
vagaries of human kind are too 
unpredictable for that. Fortunately 
most complaints are of a minor 
nature. 


Do not mistake us and conclude 
that an isolated complaint or two 
condemns the trade. I have found 
relations with dealers, both as col- 
lector and publisher, as highly sat- 
isfactory, and sometimes more so 
than in business relations experienced 
with some other lines of businessmen. 
Stamp dealers seem legion and the 
very nature of the business entice 
some to engage in stamp selling with- 
out sufficient stock, experience or 
business knowledge. Presently, there 
seems to be arising an after-the-war 
group of new dealers but, strange to 
say, the complaints first mentioned 
above were not about new dealers but 
about older ones. Putting the finger 
on it the complaints can be summed 
up as one about indifference and lack 
of common, decent business courtesy. 
We have mentioned this failing in 
print before—that is the matter of 
promptness in filling orders or 
answering letters thereto. 


Finally, a pernicious practice that 
annoys many, the writer included is 
the practice of dealers who cannot fill 
an order completely of sending a 
credit slip instead of refund for 
balance of remittance. This is pre- 
sumptious, particularly if the cus- 
tomer has not established a record 
with the dealer of being a repeating 
customer. It is irritating, probably, 
legitimate, but personally we resent 
anyone presuming that we are oblig- 
ed to give him a repeat order to liq- 
uidate a credit—and we know many 
others who feel the same way.—

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EXPLOITING COLLECTORS 


Linn's Weekly Stamp News, of 
Sidney, Ohio, in its February 6th 
issue has a lengthy article on Ex- 
ploitation of Collectors. It deals 
largely with the speculators who buy 
up special issues of certain foreign 
countries—corner the market—and 
sell these holdings at greatly in- 
creased prices. 

Editor Linn goes into the subject, 
letting the chips fall where they may 
but puts it up to the collectors, the 
clubs and associations to put on the 
pressure and not throw it in the 
publisher’s lap and leave it for him 
alone to bear the cudgels. He 
believes dealers do harm to the 
hobby by the practice, one that is 
not new but has been going on since 


early times. He lays blame at the 
door of little countries that. issue 
stamps with an eye to stamp col- 


lectors of the world balancing their 
budgets, even keeping them from 
bankruptcy, rather than for legiti- 
mate Postal use. The practice of 
limited issues that sell out in a few 
hours, even minutes, cannot be said 
to have served postal need—it just 
means that the early birds and spec- 
ulators gobble up the issue and make 
us pay the shot if we wish to keep 
our collections complete. 

In most instances if the issue was 
run a reasonable length of time, the 
country’s postal usage would supply 
collectors with used copies at a 
reasonable rate. We say most 
countries, as some are so small that 
they have about as much need for 
bringing out numerous new issues 
as a wagon has for five wheels. It’s 
a cinch that stamps cannot go 
through the costly process of manu- 
facture unless substantial quantities 
are produced if they are to be 
brought down to the price per each 
stamp that leaves any surplus of 
profit for post office costs. If such 
quantities were printed—one print- 
ing would supply some of these 
countries for five years, thus an 
issue and succeeding issues that sell 
out in 15 minutes are neither con- 
trolled or designed for anything 
other than to tap the collectors 
pocket. All such should be boycotted.

masters I note defintely misleading 
mistakes that could be used as hist- 
ory if the more correct data was not 
known. Probably poor handwriting 
was the reason for much of this mix- 
up. 

Money Letter Registration is 
covered quite thoroughly. Note the 
word “Registration” is used, which 
may account for some misconception 
that it refers to the Registration of 
letters that started in May, 1855— 
quite a different thing. In Montreal 
alone for the year April 5, 1852, 
37,000 letters were registered on the 
books as containing valuables, and 
were marked Money Letter. No fee 
was charged for this, because it was 
feared that if a fee was asked the 
tendency would be to mail valuables 
not even marked as Money Letter. 
The detail of each letter marked 
Money or Money Letter was put on 
the letter bill that accompanied mail 
sacks and was entered at terminal 
office also. 

Twenty-eight letters were listed 
in detail as having been tampered 
with, many out-of-country ones not 
being sufficiently proven as hav- 
ing contained money. One stage 
driver received life imprisonment 
for robbing £100 from a letter 
between Beamsville and Hamilton. 
Another letter that was touched 
by an employee in Albany, N.Y., 
office was noted as having contents 
missing, and it was later proven he 
had tampered with many U.S. letters. 
Kingston postmaster had to make 
good on a Money Letter his office 
recorded carelessly. 

The earliest Money Letter I know 
of marked so is a Mss. one from Sim- 
coe dated 1831. Who knows earlier, 
and who has an early one handstamp- 
ed with a definite instrument. 

Incidentally Nova. Scotia had a 
registration system in 1851 with a 
fee of 6d additional, that was about 
the same as our present system in its 
protection advantages.
